Encouraged by the first real glimpse of sunlight since the 
opening of the exhibition, more than ten thousand people paid 
their way into the fair grounds yesterday. This is the first day's 
attendance this year to exeeed the same day last vear. Friday. at 
the last fair drew only 5,600 people, so that yesterday was about 
»,000 better than this mark. 

With this boost in the attendance ,the total paid admissions 
this year should at least equal those of last year. The total at- 
tendanee so far this year is 45,970; while for the first four days 
last vear it was 49,621. If some 7,000 people visit the fair 
grounds today, the total for the whole faiv last year of 52,770 
will be equalled, as Saturday lastyear had the very low attendance 
mark of 3,150,

best weather that the exhibition has been favored with this year. 
there should be a good crowd out to see the special attractions 
planned by the management for today.

One Oooupant Tried to Escape

The most sensational police raid in 
the history of the city took place at 
midnight last night, when the doors 
of the Opus ¢lub, over the @avoy Cafe 
on Jasper east, were batiered in by 
the officials, and over one hundred in- 
mates arrested and taken to the sta- 
tion, 

Inspector Raven, city police magis- 
trate, issued a Warrant yesterday to 
Deputy Chief Wright, instructing him 
to raid the premises, and shortly be- 
fore 12 o'clock the inspector left the 
station on his mission, the following 
officers accompanying him:—(nepect- 
or Campbell, Detective Burbeck, Ser- 
geant John Wright, Constable Unruh, 
Detectives Meehan, Edwards and 
Schreyer. Drill-Bergeant Waterton, 
and two or three constables, 

it is stated that the place das been 
under suspicion for several days, es- 
pecially since the opening of the ex- 
hibition, it being allewed that a Trou. 
jetic Wheel and faro bank have been 
running in fall blast, accompanied by 
card games of poker and binck jack, 
and the selling of liquor. The chyp 
was ineorporated at the last session 
of the provincial legislature, and has 
been the resort of hotel and restaur- 
ant employees ef the city.

Somebody turned the electric lights 
out at the critical moment, and there 
Was heard the hurrying and scurrying 
of many feet, the crowd of men surg< 
ing to the door in a vain effort to ea- 
cape.

‘hem, with a bravery that would have 
been useful in a better cause, gave 
the big, gaping crowd outside some 
thrilling sensations when he clamber- 
ed on to the electric sign overhang- 
ing the sidewalk, and dropped 16 feet 
to the sidewalk beneath.

“I am glad,” continued Mr. Rogers,

tunately a condition of affairs in the 
Dominion of Canada today, in that the 
trade of our Dominion as a whole 
stands higher than it has ever done 
before, and that is an evidence of the 
prosperity and the general advance- 
ment and development of the country 
as a whole. Such being the case, the 
government occupies the fortunate po- 
sition as the people’a representatives 
of being able to carry out and carry 
on all legitimate public works ang 
public undertakings that are in the 
peupies interests. In making this 
trip, I did so for the purpose of in- 
specting some of those public works 
that are now in progress, and to have 
the opportunity of examining condi-

tions in respect to public works that 
are in contemplation for the immee 
diate future, 

Promises Best for District. 

“1 had a visit from your mayor this 
morning in respect to conditions in 
this city, You have, in common With 
other cities, demands to make upon 
the government of your country, and 
1 am here in the hope that I am am- 
bitious engugh, and that 1 am imbued 
with the interests of western Canada 
to such an extent, that I will endea- | 
vor, with whatever little ability [ am 
possessed, and whatever influence I 
may have in the councils of the coun- 
try, to see that the best that it is pos- 
sible to obtain will be obtained for this 
thriving and prosperous part of Can- 
ada. 

“In respect to your own city, I had

WHAT TO EAT IN SUMMER. 


All foods can be roughly divided 
into four groups: protein, which forms 
muscle, and includes beans, peas, eggs, 
meat, cheese, and so forth; fats, 
which produce heat, and include oil, 
nut and vegetable oils, fats of meat, 


butter, and so forth; sugar and 
starch, which also form heat and 
which include sugar, potatoes, rice, 
macaroni, milk, and so. forth; and 


minerals, which assist digestion and 
clear the system, and include spmach, 
iettuce, onions, watery fruits, and so 
forth, 

in the winter we have eaten heat- 
producing foods, but in summer the 
diet should be altered, and nature 


jeagis the way by supplying all the 
green and succulent foods she can. 
These green foods contain a large 


amount of water, minerals and salts, 
which are just the thing for warm 
weather. Salads should make a fre- 
quent appearance on the menu, and’ 
twice-cooked meais and rich gravies, 
which combine fat, starch and meut, a 


very heavy combination, should . be 
avoided, 
To replace the muscle foods like 


meat, use the meat substitutes of 


beans, lentils, cheese and cggs, which} 


will give even more condensed nour- 


isnment, without the injurious effectad, 


of meats, If these foods are prepared 
timply and eaten cold they will be far 
iess heating. 

The sugar group milk should” be 
chosen to be used more liberally in 
summer, Milk also contains similar 
qualities to tiiose in meat, especially 
when it is used in the form of cheese 
ov curds, but it does not contain much 
sugar, und is therefore fattening, but 
not as heating as sugar in other forms, 
Jor sugar itself is the must concen- 
truted heat food known 

Macaroni and rice are two good 
starches for summer, especially when 
not combined with fat or rich gravy 
«ool rice and macaroni pudding with 
esos, milk, and some sugar are almost 
au “complete meal” 

Instead of frying or baking pota- 
toas, they can be used cold in salads, 
riced, or made into § patties beaten 
with eggs and milk.
